The bibliometric rating lor journals appears as a 1 to 3 scale according to 
the average number ol limes they have been listed as cited over a several- to ten- or twel\'e-year period 
in thecmnbined Citciticoi hnlev portions of Sc ience (dtot ion Index, Soc ial Sciences Citat ion Index, 
and Humcinit ies (dtcition Index. Monographs are rated on the same 1-3 scale but on three different 
lactors: (I) the number ol OC/LC/, libraries who hidd the item; t2) number ol times the work was re- 
viewed alter publication; and (3) number ol citations it has generated. Both ratings appear in brack- 
ets alter the pagination in i he citat ion. An “Honors” I ist appears in his iniroduct ion for the ten incest 
Irequently meniic^ned publishers and the t web'e .serial publications most frequently cited. The addi 
lion ol the bibliometric ratings makes this bibliography not only unique but also especially uselul 
due to its analysis ol the relative importance or \x\lue of each enii )’. 

1 he three indexes, covering general, geographical, and organismal subjects, respect i\'el\’, gen- 
erate over 20,00(> relerrals to the items in the bibliograph)'. Index I is alphabetically arranged by 
subject. Index 11 is divided into nine regional lists. Index 111 contains nine taxonomic lists. The index- 




ing leatures many cross-relerrals because so many of i he significant concepts in the develoj^ing field 
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ol biodiversity are associational. The other major leature ol the indexes derives 1 rom the bibliomeiric 
approach taken in Bibliography I. Item numbers in the Indexes that are underlined represent works 
which were rated with the higher scores. This leature will make it easier to prioritize readings. The 
work also surveys closely related topics Irom such allied fields as environmental ethics, nature phi- 
losophy, environmental law, agricultural ecology, evolutionary biology, biometrics, sustainable 
development, environmental policy, lorestry. genetics, education, climatology, and paleobiology. It 
provides a good overview ol important research and will make the literature review process easier. 

While “Biodiversity Studies: A Bibliographic Review,’' is highly recommended for scientists, edu- 
cators and prolessionals-to-be, it cites a lair amount of material that can be understood by under- 
graduates or even high school students. This book would be a valuable addition to library reference 
collections and should be in all graduate and prolessional library collections.— Gc/ry L. /turnings, 
Botanical Research Institute of Texas, Tort Worth, TX 76102-^060.

An Illustrated Encyclopedia of Clematis was written b\’ distinguished Clematis experts Mary Toomey 
and Everett Leeds and supported in spirit and publication by the British Clematis Society. Their goal 
was to produce a reliable, substantial and delinitive work on the genus. This comprehensively illus- 
trated work will meet those needs, particularly of passionate gardeners, hybridizers, and nurseries. 

The popularity ol the genus Clematis as a garden plant rose dramatically in the NQOs in part 
because o( the extraordinary diversity ol its flowers and in part because gardeners were exposed to a 
better and wider range ol large I lowered culti\xirs from all corners of the world. Clematis, be they 
cultivars or species, can also be lound in bloom almost every month of the year. Add the astonishing 
range ol 1 lower color and the size and shape ol the I lowers and it becomes apparent why clematis 
has been justil iably crowned queen ol the climbers. They are very accommodating garden plants.

Using everyday lan- 
guage, the authors pro\ade plant descriptions that include inlormation c")!! synon)^ms, origin, plant 
habit and height, I lowers, pruning group, I lowering period, cultural requirements, recommended 
uses in the garden, and hardiness zones. Several uselul appendices assist gardeners in choosing the 
right plant for the right site and in obtaining reliable plants and seeds. A list of nurseries is included 
which specialize in mail order, both loreign and domestic. There is also inlormation included to en- 
able gardeners to choose a clematis by name or by color. The text is accompanied by more than 050
